THE REFORMED EPISCOPALIANS., 
ORGANIZAYION OF THE FIRST SYNOD. 

A meeting of the delegates representing the 
various Reformed Episcopal churches in Chica- 
go and its vicinity was held yesterday afternoon 
in St. Paul's Chureh, on the corner of Ann and 
West Washington streets. The Conétitution of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church provides that 
any six contiguous parishes may call a conven- 
tion, organize a Synod, and elect a Synodical 
Bishop, whose position in tiié Synod shall be 
similar to that of a Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in hjs Diocese. The Reformed 
Episcopal Chureh has until recently had but two 
Bishops, viz.: Cummins and Cheney, both of 
whom are Missionary Bishops, whose jurisdiction 
is decided by the General Council. 

Yesterday's Convention had for its immediate 
object the formation of a synod which will be 
known as the Synod of Chicago. 

PRELIMINARY OBGANIZATIOZ. 

The Convention was called to order at half- 
past 2 o’clock by Bishop Cheney, who gave out 
the 10384 hymn of the Collection, which was sung 
by all the delegates standing. The Bisbop then 
read the second chapter of the First Epistle to 
the Ephesians, following with @n earnest prayer 
for God's blessing upon this portion of the 
Church assembled in council. 

Mr. A. M. Wright, of St. Panl’s Church, was 
then elected temporary Chairman, and Mr. W. 
A. Beasly, of Peoria, was chosen a6 temporary 
Secretary. 

The reception of the credentials being next in 
order, the following Commiltee on Credentiais 
was appointed : Tne Rev. Dr, Cooper, M. T. Mc- 
Cormick, Dr. Bidwell, Dr. Aaron Gibbs, and Mr.

PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 

The motion for an election was then carried, and 
the Convention proceeded to elect a Bishop. 

Col, Buckingham interrupted the proceedings to re- 
mark that it was impossible to elect a Bishop to pre- 
side, as be would not be a Bishop until he was conse- 


chair, 

The Chairman said that the canons allowed the 
election of a Migsionary Bishop. 

Col, Buckingbam offered a resolution that the tem- 
porary officers be considered permanent, and the Con- 
vention consider itself a reguiarly organized Synod. 

The previous motion was withdrawn to allow the 
pessage of the resolution, ~ 

The delegates then proceeded to cast their votes for 
a Bishop of the Synod, the Rev. Mr. Postiethwaite and 
Mr. Wilson acting as tellers, 

The result of the clerical vote was as follows : Whole 
number of votes cast, 8; of which the Rey. Charles FE, 
Cheney received 8 Of the iay delegates, 43 voted for 
the Rev. Charies E. Cheney, and T for the Rev. J. D, 
Wilson, of Peoria. Mr. Cheney was therefore do- 
clared duly elected Bishop of the new Synod. 

On motion, a committee of three, consisting of the 
Rev. Dr. Cooper, Mr. Wilson, and the Rev, Mr. Postie- 
thwaite, were appointed to wait upon Mr. Cheneysnd 
8 election. 

Dr. Cooper, returning after a few moments, report- 
ed that Bishop Cheney bad accepted the election, and 
moved that he be invited to take the chair and presice 
over the further proceedings, The motion was car- 
ried, and Bishop Cheney was escorted to the front. 

BISNOP CHENEY. 

¢ In taking the chair of the presiding officer he said 
that he desired to return his thanks for this renewed 
token of confidence, which had found expression in 
his election. To say that he had had no intimation of 
the probable result of the election would be saying 
what was untrue, Such aresult had been freely con- 
sidared and discussed among tde gentlemen present 
and absent. He had long known that the organization 
of a seperate Synod and the election of a Bishop was 
only e question of time, which the necessities of rarid 
advancement would bring around. Looking forward, 
he felt that for his own part one of 
two courses Was open; either he would 
be elecied Bishop of the gene and thus join his two 
functions as such Bishop and as Missionary Bishop, 
or, in case some worthier man sbould be elected Syn- 
odical Bishop, to resign his Missionary Bishopric and 
devote his energies to his own congregation. His po- 
sition in Chicago was a fixed one, being strengtbened 
by the ties of love that had been growing between him 
and his own church for the last sixteen years, Such 
being the case, he had only accepted the cfice of Mis- 
siouary Bishop on condition that he might continue to 
exercise his pastoral functions.

SERVIAN FINANCES. * 

Loypon, Sept. 28,—A special from Vienna says 
Servia isin a pitiable condition. The next semi- 
annual taxes are to be collected a month earlier 
than usual because the State coffers are empty. 
Great uneasiness prevails among the militia be- 
canse they are prevented two days weekly from 
tilling in the fields. in some districts there have 
been tumulta and rebellions. The demand of 
the Servian merchants for respite for their bills 
causes bitterness bere. The creditors, being 
principally Austrian eompairiots, demand inter- 
vention of the Government. Epidemics have 
appeared among the Turkish and insurgent 
camps. Servia, replying to Turkey's complaint 
about Servians invading Bosnia, declares her in- 
ability to restrain her people any more than 
Austria, which has not prevented at least 1,000 
Croats from joining the Herzegoviaians. 

SERVIA’S DEMANDS. 
Beraraneg, Sept. 28.—The address ip answer

HERZEGOVINA,

THE CONFLICT INEVITABLE.

The circular of the Porte declares that the 
present state of things renders it necessary to 
keep 10,000 men under arms between Mostar 
and Widdin to watch trespassers, and Turkey is 
unable to continue this for an indefinite time.

THE DROWNING oF 200 PILGRIMS. 
Mapura, Aug. 8.—Intelligance has been re- 
ceived at this station of a frightful catastrophe 
which befell a party of pilgrims to the Mahalin- 
gam ebrine, on the Tinnevelly frontier, on the 
evening of Sunday last. If weare to believe 
the reports of returned pilgrima, more than 
200 persons were drowned up circumstances 
of the most heartrending character. Thirty- 
three of the Medura pilgrims have been 
eifher carried away by the mountain tor- 
rents OF are migsing; and it is frightful to think 
how many mere, from Tinnevelly or other 
parts, may baye shared the same fate.

Tie pilgrims arrived at the shrine used 
to pass a night or so im the jungle without any- 
thing like a roof over theirneads. The dry bed of 
the mountain torrent that skirts the shrine used 
to be their quarters; and there they cookyd and 
ate their meals, sung and danced, and otherwise 
made themselves comfortable. On the evening 
of Sunday last there was the same as 
used to bein former usands of men, 
women, and children were , Or eating, or 
dancing in the sandy bed; hundreds of aheep 
and fowls, brought ap tobe sacrificed, stood 
in mournful groups, each waiting its 
turn; some pilgrims, more religious than 
the rest, were rolhing im front of the 
shrine or performing other equally curious 
evolutions—in fact, everything went on without 
ahitenh. AtSp. m. there was a tremendous 
shower of rain; ten minutes later, the hitherto 
dry bed was full, and the water rushed down 
headiong, carrying those who could not force 
their way through the crowd, and the general 
confusion was rendered still more dreadful by 
the darkness. Many dead bodies, intercepted by 
roots and bushes, were pa up in the bed: a 
good mapy were seen floating on towards the 
Waptrap tank; some were found jammed be- 
tween stoves, and only a very few of the ill- 
starred lot saved themselves by catehing hold of 
e2ome friendly bough.

Mr. Ham is evidently a believer 
in the divine right of an office-holder to hold 
office, but he seems to have over- 
looked the fact that, though appoint- 
ed by a Republican Administration, he 
has ceased to be a Republican, and is at 
variance with the party upon two essential 
and vital issues of the time—viz.: honest 
money, and hostility to the Whisky and In- 
dian Rings. Being an enemy to his party, 
and not having the grace to resign, Mr. Ham 
was removed. ‘That fact, however, is no 
warratt for the display of egotism and vin- 
dictiveness which characterize the ‘open 
le(ter.” Mr. Ham is guilty of a ridicyious as- 
sumption of personal consequence in repre- 
senting that the mighty power of the Treas- 
ary Department has been almost exclusively 
employed to effect his downfall. It is quite 
certain that Secretary Baistow’s energies 
have not been in great part devoted to this 
object. Mr. Han's removal could at any time 
be accomplished by a scratch of the pen, and 
the fact that he was removed is an indication 
of President Grant’s deliberate conviction 
that the Government machinery would keep 
moving just the same, if.not to better ad- 
vantage, by dropping out the individual Ham. 


MR. SCHURZ ON GOVERNMENT CURRENCY. 
We trust no one has failed to read the 
speech of Mr. Scuvnz, delivered in Cincin- 
nati on Monday night last and published in 
Tsx Trreune next morning. The speech has 
additional force because delivered by a man 
of intellectual power, who disclaims any per- 
sonal interest in the success of either political 
party, and who discussed the question of the 
currency from the standpoint of one inter- 
ested in the preservation of truth and hon- 
esty, and in the avoidagee of a policy fraught 
with countless disastef and ruin, He spoke 
in the interest of thefnation, and his speech 
wes a special appéal to the Democratic 
party with whom he had but recently acted. 
The Democratic, of all the parties that have 
existed in this country, has been specially 
distinguished because of its hostility to paper 
money, and the United States has been 
spared the calamity of an irredeemable Gov- 
ernment currency which has overtaken every 
other civilized Government that ever at- 
tempted it wholly because of the firmness 
and persistency of the Democratic party. Its 
leaders have rendered the financial policy of 
this country an eminent erample to the world 
by the ability with which, from JrerrEexson to 
Bucnanan, they had maintained an absolute 
separation of the Government from any 
responsibility for any form of _ eur- 
rency or any legal standard of’ values 
save that of the coin of thé,country. 
Another and distinguishing feature of the 
policy of the Democratic party, guccessfully 
maintained by that party since the founda- 
tion of the Government, was the strict lim- 
itation of the Government to its legitimate 
functions. Jzrrreson, Mapison, Mownnzor, 
Apams, Jackson, VAN Buren, Tyrtzx, Poxx, 
Preace, and Bocuanan, with the contempor- 
aneous statesmen of that party, rendered the 
Governmental policy peculiar by insisting that 
the General Government should abstain from 
every interference with the business of the 
people, holding that this non-interference 
was an mdispensable safeguard of popular 
liberty and free institutions. Mr. Scuurz re- 
ferred to these pointsin the general policy 
of the Democratic party which had contrib- 
uted so much to the prosperity and glory of 
the country, and under which the people 
rarely felt the hand of the General Govern- 
ment. In contrast with this policy of absolute 
non-interference with the business and pur- 
suits of the people, he quoted the proposition 
of the Ohio Convention, that the General 
Government should assume the function of 
supplying the country with paper currency ; 
of regulating the amount thereof to be circeu- 
lated ; of increasing its value by reducmmg its 
volume, and of reducing its value by increas- 
ing its amount; of fixing a fictitious legal 
standard by which the value of all property 
might be increased or reduced at the will of 
the party accidentally in power. Therecould 
be no greater exercise of despotism, no act of 
confiscation or robbery more flagrant, than 
this investing the Government with absolute 
power to enrich its friends and to impoverish 
ts opponents,—td control the wages of labor 
iand all values of property at the mere discre- 
tion of any gang of corrupt and unconscion- 
able scoundrels that might happen to 
be in? office. Under sound Demo- 
cratic Government, with specie pay- 
ments the amount of coin in circulation 
adapted itself to the wants of trade ; the sur- 
plus flowing elsewhere, and the deficiency 
being supplied from without. The Govern- 
ment sees to it that the coin is of the pro- 
scribed weight and fineness, punishes coun- 
terfeiting, regulates the banking system so 
as to render it safe, and then lets the curren. 
cy and trade in all their rolations to take care 
of themselves. But the Democratic party in 
Ohio propose that it do something more ; 
that it issue an irredeemable currency ; the 
paper money, having no intrinsic value, does 
not flow out when im excess, as is the case 
with specie ; and tle Government is to be

facture of irredeexnable paper currency is no 
more a function of.the Government of the 
United States than is the manufacture of 
bread. The idea that the Government must 
issue paper money belongs to the old despotic 
theory that all Governments are paternal 
and must do everything for the people. The 
Government of the United States, however, 
was founded on the very opposite theory— 
that the Government was to so administer the 
affairs of the nation a3 to interfere as little 
as possible with the business of the people. 
We have had statesmen who insisted that 
the Government should regulate production ; 
and that for this purpose it should tax one 
portion of the people to pay bounties to 
other portions engaged in non-profitable pro- 
ductions. That when one man produced 
corn and sold his surplus, a portion of that 
surplus should be taken and given to the 
man who made jackknives and plated spoons, 
in order to equalize the profits of labor 
among all classes. ‘This paternal system hos 
been attempted in various ways. This 
manufacture of rags into ,money never 
to be redeemed, rests upon the same 
paternal theory. The Government is to fix 
the money value of the products and ac- 
cumulations of the people. Itis to fix the 
value of the weekly wages of labor, increas- 
ing or lessening it at pleasure. The men 
who hire as daily laborers at $2 per day in 
paper, or $1.70 in real money, may have to 
také their pay at the end of the week or 
month in paper worth 50 cents on the dollar. 
This power of working the machinery of 
money-values is of necessity the most cor- 
rupting in its character. Human integrity can- 
not withstand it. Clothed withit, no Adminis- 
tration could resist its corrapting influence, 
and the Government offices would become a 
den of thieves, rich with plunder, surround- 
ed by their followers and dependents, 
all feeding upon the robberies of the pub- 
lic. In feudal days, paternal Governments 
appropriated the lands and labors of the peo- 
ple, and then paternally fed and clothed 
them; then Governments were both paternal 
and magnificent, ani the people were panu- 
pers. Every step towards paternal Govern- 
ment is also necessarily in the direction of 
the pauperism of the people, and there is no 
step of that kind of such alarming dimen- 
sions as to invest the Government with the 
power to compel people to take irredeemable 
paper for their labor or its products, and to 
change the money value of their property at 
its pleasure. 


THE SUPREME COURT AND THE POLICE 
BOARD. 

The decision of the Supreme Court sustain- 
ing the right of the Common Council to abol- 
ish the Police Board seems to have been gen- 
erally coustrued as an indication that it will 
affirm the validity of the election at which it 
is pretended the charter of 1372 was adopted. 
There is no warrant in this Uecision for any 
such conclusion. It has been jumped at by 
those who desire the charter of 1872 to be 
sustained simply for the purpose of holding 
their offices from six to eighteen months be- 
yond the term for which they were elected. 
All that the Supreme Court has decided is 
that, assuming the charter of 1872 to 
be im force, the Common Council had 
an unquestioned right to abolish the 
Police Board. The Supreme Court was bound 
to assume the charter of 1872 to be in force, 
because (1) it is in force as a matter of fact, 
and (2) if not treated as the de fucto Govern- 
ment of the city, Chicago would be subjected 
to a series of acts and contracts that are null 
and void. It will be remembered that, when 
a majority of the Aldermen viciated the in- 
junction of the Circuit Court and canvassed 
the returhs, Judge Wriii1aMs declined to hold 
this canvass as void and of no effect because 
of the serious complications snd manifold 
litigation likely to grow oui of the, con- 
fusion that would follow such a decis- 
ion. While punishing for contempt the 
Aldermen who violated the injunction and the 
attorneys who advised this course, Judge 
Wiriu1ams held the charter of-1872 to be in 
force for all purposes of city government 
until this election should be contested on its 
merits. The same view was taken by the 
Circuit Court when it refused to extend the 
injunction which the Police Board had sued 
out against the city. It was sustained by 
Judge McAuursrer, of the Supreme Court, 
when application was made to him for such 
an extension. It has now been sustained by 
the Supreme Court, which has never yet had 
the question of the validity of the charter 
election before it. 

It would have been extremely unusual for 
the Sipreme Court to take a mere incident of 
the charter and make it a prétext for deciding 
the whole charter question one way or the 
other, without evidence or arguinents on the 
general question before it. To decide that 
the Common Council had exceeded iis au- 
thority in abolishing the Police Board because 
the charter of 1872 is not and never has been 
in force, would have been to decide in effect 
that all acts of the present City Government 
done under the sanction of the charter of 
872, while in force de facto, neverhad a legal 
character. Such a decision would be a gross 
injustice to innocent parties,—contractors, 
public employes, loaners of money, etc.,— 
and it is not likely that the Supreme Court 
will take this ground, even if it sets aside the 
charter of 1872 altogether. It will probably 
be held that all acts of the City Government 
while acting under this charter should have 
full legal effect ; but this will not: prevent it 
from declaring the charter election illegal 
and void if it shall be satisfied that it was 
not held in compliance with the law, or that 
the majority for the charter was obtained by 
fraud. The former question—whether or 
not the election was held in a lawful man- 
ner—will come up before the Supreme Court 
to-morrow for argument, unless the counsel 
fcr the city seek another postponement. 
Meanwhile it is sheer folly for the “ hold- 
overs” to persuade themselves, or endeavor to 
persuade others, that any decision recogniz- 
ing the charter of 1872 as in foros for the 
purposes of city government forecasts a 
recognition of the charter as having been 
legally adopted, and as binding upon the 
people for all time. 

The change in street nomenclature and 
numbering which has been made by the 
Trustees of Hyde Park has been somewhat 
misrepresented or misunderstood. South of 
the city limits every street running east and 
west in Hyde Park is known’ by a number, 
from Thirty-ninth street up, eight blocks to 
the mile. The streets running north and 
south are extensions of the city avenaes, such 
as Wabash avenue, Michigan avenue, etc. 
There has been no change in these names, 
but the Hyde Park Trustees have also num- 
bered them for the better numbering of the 
houses. Thus State street is also known as 
First avenue, the next east is Wabash or Sec- 
ond avenue, and soon. The decimal system 
of numbering the houses, which is in vogue

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a new hundred, ‘Thus, if the first house on | 


Michigan ayenue south of Thirty-ninth street 
is 3,900, the first house south of Fortieth 
street will be 4,000, the first south of Forty- 
first street 4,100, and soon. The same sys- 
tem will be adopted for the streets running 
east and west, as well as the avenues running 
north and south. The system is founded’on 
good sense, and will save a deal of confusion 
in the future when Hyde Park shall be as 
thickly settled south of Thirty-ninth street as. 
the city is north of Thirty-ninth street. As 
this condition of things is not very many 
years off, the adoption of the decimal system 
of numbering is timely and proper. 


THE OHIO ELECTION, 

The question is earnestly asked every day, 
How is the election in Ohio? As the time 
approaches the interest in the result 
deepens. The writer hereof has just 
returned - from a trip through Ohio 
and a stay of some days in Cincinnati. 
He has made some examination of the prob- 
abilities of the election. He has conversed 
with eminent men of all shades of political 
ideas. He has found a gratifying unanimity 
of belief in the success of the honest-money 


ticket. Educated Democrats declare that the | 


mass of the educated young men of their 
party will vote for Gov. Hayes, The 
Western Reserve will poll one of its old-time 
big votes, and mighty majorities enough in 
itself to carry the day, even if a large ad- 
verse majority were registered against specie 
payments in the rest of the State. But we 
do not believe there will be an adverse ma- 
jority in the remainder of Ohio. So strong 
is’ the feeling in favor of honest money 
among the intelligent classes that even there 
is hope that Hamilton County, ip which Cin- 
cinnati is situated, will vote for Hayes. The 
predicted disaffection in the Republican ranks 
has not appeared. The party has not gone 
into a campaign in such excellent fighting 
trim for several years. There is grave disaf- 
fection within the Democracy. Thefurious at- 
tacks of the Cincinnati Znquirer upon Tucn- 
man, Ranney, and every hard-money Demo- 
crat who refuses to accept its gospel of infla- 
tion and repudiation, have done grave harm 
to the Hnguirer’s party and great good to the 
honest-money ticket. Finally, the independ- 
ent vote, which practically holds ‘the balance 
of power in Ohio, is almost wianitnous for 
Hayes. There will be scarcely a German 
vote, except of the Ultramontane class of 
Germans, cast-for inflation, and they onJy on 
account of religio-political reasons. The Cin- 
cinnati Commercial, an independent paper of 
great circulation, is doing immense service 
for honest money. It is the accredited rep- 
resentative of the independent American- 
born voters of the State as the hard-money 
Volksblatt is of the independent Germans. 
The signs are that a majority of 15,000 or 
20,000 votes will consign ALLEN and repudia- 
tion to a common political grave.

@ resolution was needed shows that the prac- 
tice of hiring carriages for feminine voters 
had become general. It seems to be admit- 
ted that there is much better order at the 
polls. This may be due to the presence of 

men, as well as women. The 


women of Wyoming have one advantage over 


the men,—their votes are not challenged. 
One rash man challenged-a woman at Lara- 
mie. She dropped her ballot and began to 
cry. Her escort thereupon promptly pum- 
meled the challenger. The practice of in- 
terfering with the right of a woman to vote 
early and often has since been dropped. 
The wisdom of this is not apparent. 
It is much easier fora woman, by changing 


| her dress and coiffure, to vote several times 


than itisfora man. It is easier, too, for a 
feminine than a male minor to deceive the 
judges of election on the point of age. 

About one-tenth of the voters in Wyoming 
are women. In Massachusetts, under woman- 
suffrage, more than three-fifths of the voters 
would be women. Since the success of the 
experiment is so dubious in the former, the 
idea will probably not be hastily adopted by 
the latter or by States like it. In this city, 
would the vote of Clark stréet or Pacific ave- 
nue increase the purity of elections in the 
Second or Third Ward? Gov. KmeEwoop 
showed a good deal of Delphic wisdom when 
he announced that he hoped for the “ distant 
advent” of woman-suffrage. 


THE UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


The report of the Government Directors of 


the Union Pacific Railroad shows that that 
corporation is doing a very large and profitable 
business. In the year ending July 31, 1875, 
it earned more than $11,500,000. Operating 
expenses consumed less than half of this. 
The prospects of the future are even better 
than the facts of the present. A rolling-miil 
which the Company has put up at Laramie 
reduces the cost of re-rolling rails by one- 
half. The coal used comes from the Com- 
pany’s mines .and costs, delivered, only $2 a 
ton. The business is growing rapidly. The 
transportation of cattle is becoming a 
new feature. In 1874, 262 cars of cattle 
were sent east from Cheyenne; in 
1875, S71 cars. Within a few years, 
the income of the Company will probably be 
in the neighborhood of $20,000,000. So far, 
so good, ‘There is another side tothis bright 
picture, however. ‘The report of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, filed on the last day of 
the financial year covered by this railroad re- 


port, shows that on.that day the Union Pa- 


cific owed the people of the United States, 
for interest which it had defaulted and which 
the people had been obliged to pay, the 
enormous sum of $9,071,852. The Company 
not only refuses to pay this sum or any part 
of it, but it keeps adding to it by persisting 
in its defaulting, and so compelling the na- 
tion to pay every cent of the interest on 
the guaranteed bonds. It is evident that 
there is no necessity for this persistent 
neglect to meet its obligations. The

behalf of the cause of honesty. His 
coming was hailed with dread by 
the rag-baby nurses. The Hnquirer pub- 
lished a tiny two-line announcement 
of his speech in an obscure corner of an ob- 
secure page.

‘They are no small factor of the 
forces which will direct the result of the 
election. 


WOMAN-SUFFRAGE IN WYOMING. 

Wyoming has tried the experiment of 
woman-sullrage for some years. Its experi- 
ence should be of some value to political 
thinkers and reformers, although an argu- 
ment deduced from the state of things exist- 
ing in a sparsely-settled Territory, with no 
cities of even moderate size, cannot be ap- 
plied to a thickly-settled State, supplied with 
large cities, without undergoing very essen- 
tial modifications. Unfortunately, however, 
it is almost, if not quite, impossible to dis- 
cover just what the experience of Wyoming 
bas been. The papers published in or near 
the Territory and the travelers who pass 
through it give precisely contradictory ac- 
counts. We are in receipt of two of 
these contradictions, in the shape of 
editorials in the Laramie Sentinel and 
the Denver Rocky Mountain Neve. 
The Sentinel says that woman suffrage has 
been a splendid success. The Jews takes 
just the opposite view of the question. Its 
editorial contains some rather convincing 
facts and figures, while the Sentinel deals 
wholly in sweeping statements. These, how- 
ever, are‘interesting enough to deserve repro- 
duction. The paper Says: 

We never had a term of court here, held in a decent 
and comfortabie piace, wilh its proceedings marked 
throughout by decency and decoram, and divested of 
everything pertaining to levity and blackguardism, till 
our ladies were summoned to attend and participate 


in it, 
We never hada Grand Jury here that boldly and 


unflinchingly took hold to investigate offenses against 
decency and morality, and hunt out and bring of- 
a punishment, till we had a Grand Jury com- 
pove gzely of ladies. : 

We have had several terms of court, but had scarce- 
ly been able to convict or punish a single criminal for 
any crime, however heinous, through the medium of 
those courts, till we got juries composed largely of 
women, 

We did not have a single election here without 
drunkenness, rowdyism, quarreling, fighting, and 
bloodshed, until our wives, mothers, sisters, end 
daughters were permitted to accompany us to the 
polis, We well remember the time whea many ® man 
stayed away from the polls, losing his rights of citi- 
zenship, rather than encounter the danger and rowdy- 
ism he must meet in order to éxercise it. 

But all this is changed, Our elections go off as 


quietly as any other social gathering, no matter how 


heated @ political campaign may be, or how important 
the issues at stake, And we all point with pride to the 
result, whether or not we agree ag to the cause which 
has produced it. 

The last clause we quoteisa suggestive 
one. How far is the downfall of rowdydom 
in Wyoming due to woman-suffrage, and how 
far to the migration into the Territory of re- 
spectable, law-abiding men with families, to 
replace the previous gangs of roughs, cut- 
throats, robbers, and prostitutes? ‘The arti- 
cle in the News gives pretty conclusive proof 
that the introduction of women into political 
life has not yet had any appreciable effect in 
causing the moral reform predicted for it by 
its friends.

We regret te see that 
the men appointed by the Government to 
guard its interests recommend that a compro- 
mise should be made with the Company on 
substantially the plan so impudently sug- 
gested last year to Congress. The Govern- 
ment Directors then stultify themselves by 
saying that the road is a vast and veluable 
property, capable of returning to the Gov- 
ernment the investment it has made therein. 
If this is so, there should be no compromise 
whatever. Let the people collect their dues. 
If legislation fails to make the Company pay 
up, we can foreclose our mortgage, in 1892, 
and ran the road. The experiment of State 
ownership might as well be tried on this line 
as on any other. If the Directors are wise, 
they will abandon their persistent attempt to 
cheat the people, and devote some part of 
their enormous profits to paying their honest 
debts. 
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A BAD EGG. 

There is very palpable evidence that the

For a few days past it has been possible to 
send telegrams to Europe at the rate of 25 
cents in coin per word, ‘This was the charge 
made by the Direct United States Cable Com- 
pany. Its cable has unfortunately parted, 
and we are once more at the mercy of the old 
monopoly. The break is between Nova Sco- 
tia and Newfoundland, and itis predicted 
that the wire will be ready for work 
again in ashort time. We trust this will be 
the case, for competition will be of substan- 
tial value to the community. A dispatch just 
received says : 

Lonpon, Sept. 28.—The authorities of the Direct 
United States Cable announce that it is interrupted in 
shallow water. A repairing-ship goes out imme- 
diately. 

Speaking of the reduction of the cable rates 
brought about by the competition of the Di. 
rect Cable Line, the London 7'imes of the 11th. 
inst. says : 

It has been announced that the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company will, on and after the 15th inst., 
and until further notice, reduce its rate for messages 
to New York to 1s per word, In lowering their charge 
by 560 per cent the Company has evidently made up its 
mind to run the Direct United States Cable Company 
very hard, whose tariff at presentis 2s per word for 
day messages and 1s 2d in the night to New York. At 
the existing rate of 2s per word the average receipts of 
the Anglo-American Company are about £36,000 per 
month, or, say, £430,000 per annt a, from which all 
expenses of working ‘and management have to be de- 
ducted and a dividend paid on a capital of £7,000,000. 
The rival Company's capital is a liftle over £1,250,900. 
With.the reduced rate of ls per word, it-would, of 
course, require double, the existing number of mes- 
sages to be forwarded to produce the same amount as 
present, and, were these obtained, there would of ne- 
essity be an increase in the working expenses. 


THE SOUIH SIDE RAILWAY. 


There is no question but the association of 
people in the South Division of the city to resist 
payment on the “pob-tail” cars is a lawless 
combination. If the “bob-tail” cars are 
‘“‘paisance” and an imposition upoa the people, 
their removal ought to be accomplished by pub- 
lic ordinance. If they are in violation of an or- 
divance already in the city laws (as is claimed 
by many), this ordinance ought to be enforced 
in alawful manner. But certainly individuals 
bave no more right to take the law in their own 
hands in this matier they have in any 
other. They have no right to use the property 
of the City Railway Company, and refuse ail 
compensation therefor. It may be that some of 
those who have adopted this course refuse pay- 
ment with the actual purpose of accom- 
plishing a reform which they believe can- 
not be attained in any other way. All such 
persons, we presume, are keeping a careful and 
conscientious account of the number of rides 
they take without paying, aod will refund the 
Company the full amount in bulk when the two- 
horse cars shall have been substituted for the 
* pob-tails.” But we fear that the largest por- 
tion of those that resist payment under the pre- 
tense of reform are really doing it for the baser 
purpose of gettiog free rides. Such a move- 
mont as this naturally attracts the co-operation 
of all the *‘ dead-beats” who are willing to use 
other men’s property without paying for it. 

We are informed that the South Division Rail- 
way Company fully intend to supply two-horse 
cars as rapidly as they can without making an 
entire sacrifice of their property on hand, If 
they are doing this, they are doing all that can 
be reasonably asked of them. If they have de- 
termined never to buv any more “ bob-tails,” 
but to procure two-horse cars as rapidly as they 
can out of their earnings, they are making a full 
conced@sién to public opinion, and it is selfish 
and unfair to demand a sacrifice of $100,000 on 
their part.

THE COUNCIL 
ARORIGINAL IMPUDENCE. 

Rep Croup Aczncy, Sept. 27, via Fonr Lafa- 
miz, Wy., Sept. 23.—The threatened ouibreak of 
last Friday on the part of the Indians passed, 
over without any person being hurt. Every- 
thing is now quiet. The cavalry guard is sta- 
tioned inside the stockade. At ameeting yester- 
day in the Commissioners’ room the Iadians 
agreed to submit a proposition ‘to-day. At the 
usual hour to-day the Commissioners were on 
the council ground. A vidette and‘ skirmishing 
line of cavalry on foot and horseback extended 
200 yards on either side and to the rear of the 
Commissioners’ tents. The Indians kept outside 
these limits. Other precautionary measures 
were taken to protect the Commissioners 
from atiack or surprise. At 3 o’clock 
320 head Cniefs and soldiers formed a half-circle 
in front and 100 feet from the Commissioners, 
Before the speaking commenced, Red Cloud, 
Spotted Tail, Red Dog, and tuirty other head 
Chiefs, sat down in the circle midway between 
the Commissioners and the circie of Chiefs. 
After a lapse of fifteen minutes, Red Clood and 
Red Dog approached the Commissioners. The 
former said he had selected Red Dog to speak 
for him and his people. | 

RED DOG. 

The latter said: The Great Father has 
picked out your wise men to make a treaty 
with .the Indians. You came here with 
troops several days, and this troubles 
our people. He said all the young men 
nead Chiefs had reached a conclusion, great di f- 
ficulty being expariencéd in getting proper iu- 
terpretaiion. Red Cloud said he wanted one of 
his own people to writé down all that was said, 
and thereupon grasped a half-breed boy from 
the crowd of spectators and seated him at the 
table. Red Dog said six genorstions of Indians 
had been fed by the Government. His people 
now want guarantees of food and clothing 
seven generations more. He said the Iin- 
dians were ready’ to make a treaty. He 
wanted pay for the goid already taken 
out of the Black Hills, and Wanted to sell only 
such portion of the Biack Hills aa gold had been 
discovered io, and, for relipquishivg their right 
therein, he wanted a light wagon, a spac of 
horses, six work cattle, a gun and ammunition 
for each head of an Indian family. He also in- 
sisted that the southern boundary of the Indian 
reservation be changdd‘ to the middle of the 
North Platte River, aod that monnds be 


put up alon the middie of tbe river. 
He also wanted back pay for what 
had been taken out of the Black Hills. 


‘He again repeated that he would only dispose 
of that portion of the Black Hills where gold 
was found. He meant be would not dispose 
of the Big Horn, Powder River country,as sug- 
gested by the Commissioners. He said he didn't 
want any other road through the reservation to 


the Black Hills except the one the thieves 
traveled by. He meant Goa. Custer’s trail from 
Bismarck. He did not want roads running

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RAILROAD MEETING AT LOUISVILLE. 

Lovisviixz, Ky., Sept. 28.—At a meeting of 
the citizens of Louisville and the Committee on 
Railroads from both Boards of the General 
Council of the City, invited by the Mayor to 
meet the Committees from Richmond, Va., and 
Lexington, Ky., to confer upon the compiles 
tion of direct railroad connection between’ 
Louisville by. way of Lexington, Ky., and Iich- 
mond, Va., and tide-water, it was resolved that 
it would be wise and desirable for the City of 
Louisville to aid by a subscription of $500,000 
in the completion of so importanta line of in- 
tercommunication; that a committee of five 
should be appointed to carry out the object of 
the meeting. 

The Committee met with Dr. M. IE. Standford, 
and, after acouference with the Rictimond and 
Lexington Commissioners and a full discussion 
of the subject before them, it was resolved what

City of Richmond, when the present Direc- 
tory and the present stockholders shall 
have. agreed to satisfactory terms for 
transfer of the control of the road to the 
new subscribers as above named, and when the 
Legislature of Kentucky shall have granted 
such ameodments to the present caarter as the

THE ALABAMA & CHATTANOOGA. 

New Yor«, Sept. 23.—A meeting of the cred- 
itors of the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad, 
heid yesterday, was presided over by Charities L.

The mean 
temperature for the week was 52 degrees.
